‘Routes Outlined, in Survey. 
By Institute Await | 
Official Approval

As the result of Soviet Russia's de- 
velopment of Arctic aviation, Alaska 
and the Aleutian Islands are destined 
nygain to become the bridge, between 
Asta nnd the United States, the In- 
stltute of Pacidc, Relations believes. . 


In something of thé same manner in 
which this route in prehistoric times 
permitted the peoples of Asin to find 
entrance to the American continent, 
the Institute is convinced — that the 
same route, only. this tne by alr, Is 
to become the‘ bridge between the 
two continents. : 


According to an Institute survey, 


the Soviet already has in view two 
alternative routes for Its aerial ser- 
vice to the United States. One of 


these Js from the most eastern tip of |’ 


the Soviet north, Cape Chukhotsle, 
across the Bering Strait. to Nome. The 
second follows a more southern 
course, leaving Soviet soil in Kam- 
chatkn and following the course of 
‘the Commander and Aleutinn Islands 
to Seward, Alaska. 


U.S. PERMISSION NOT OBTAINED | 
From these points St ts nssumed that. 


permission can be secured from the 
United States for extension of lines to 
Seattle, althouga it is believed no 
negotiations have been started to date 
relative to terminal landing facilities 
in the United States. . rm 


In the meantime, however, the in- 
stitute has ascertained that the Soviet 


has been pushing the development of: 


Arctic avintion to a point where it is 
certain that Alaska easily can be 
amade the “drawbridge to Asia.” 


Reports which the jnstitute have 
received [rom the Sovict’s Northern 
Sea Route Adminlstration show that 
during 1936 planes engaged in Polar 
flying during the navigation season 
fravelled 1,398,750 miles with 12,900

It is a fact not easily explain. 
ed that nmong the most ferocious 
of the world’s wars have been 
those fought between classes, 
reiigious, groups . or politica! 

wings of the sume nation. The 
passionate hiatred which drove 
men and Women to the dreadful 
excesses. of the French and 
Russian revolution has reappeat- 
ed in Spain.

have become. international. 
There is a definite grouping of 
nations according to the tenden- 
cies of their Governments of the 
moment. It is fairly obvious 
that the two great totalitarian 
powers, Germany and Italy, are 
aligned in Europe in opposition 
to the natural allies, France and 
Russia, In this time of crisis 
Great ‘Britain, staunchly demo- 
cratic and as staunchly loyal to 
the monarchical system, once 
‘again probably holds the balance 
of power.

And 
nobody had as yet thought of ques- 
tioning the supremacy of the “ Im- 
perlal Government” and the 
“Imperial Parllament"” over each 
and every “colony,” however 
much \ self-government" it might 
be permitted to enjoy. : 


T was Edward Stanhope, 

Sallsbury's Colonial Sec- 

retary the year before, 
‘who had the bright idea of calling 
the Premiers and other “leading 
public men" of the Colonics into 
conference. 

With a fash, of vision. he wrote 
to each Colonial’ Governor that 
“however modest the commence- 
ment may be, results may grow out 
of it affecting, In a degree which 
it Is at present impossible to appre- 
cinte, tho interests of the Empire 
and of the civilised world.”

In July next, we may expect 
a general revision of the I.B.B. 
rules, to come into operation in 


1938. It is not anticipated that |: 


there will be any ' material 
change in the fundamentals. of 


. the flat green game, as it is]. 


‘known in the four countrics 
and in the Dominions, - but 
changes in the phrascology of 
the rules, making for greater 
clearness and understanding, 
even by the veriest tyro, will 
be brought about. 4 


One rule certain to be “strengthens 
ed" ‘is that affecting the position of 
the “Nxed" foot, at the time’ of de- 
livery. One. foot, declares the pre- 
sent rules, must be entirely on the 
mut at the point of releasing the, 
wood, but elght men out of ever, 
ten (and most women players) brea 
that rule, In many cases quite un- 
intentionally, 

Yet there have been with us, ‘for 
years past, 
“pinch” with their toes all the ad- 
vantage that is,to be gained from 
playing ‘from the edge of the present- 
‘day flat mat, doomed: to be flung on 
the scrap-heap before very long. 

These studious “pinchers of inches 
have made a close study of playing 
off the edge of the mat..

All furniture should bo washed 
Periodically to reniove the: accumu- 
Inted contings of creams or 
polishes, but different woods need 
different methods of washing. | 

Pale oak, with a matt finfsh, 
needs very careful handling. Dip 
a cloth tato a basin of tepid soap. 
suds; wring’ thehtly and apply to 
one small portion of tthe article at 
a time.’ Dry immediately with a 
soft flannel before proceeding to 
the next piece. When all has been 
washed and well dried a light, wax 
polish may ‘be _ applied sparingly. 
Sonp should never be used on old 
oak, 

Vory highly polished oak furni- 
ture requires a mixture of methy- 
lated spirits and water in the pro- 
portica of two tablespoonfuls of 
gpirits to three breakfast cupfuls 
of water. Apply Javishly with a 
sponge, then dry. Polish off with 
» damp chamois followed by a soft 
duster. It is not advisable to use 
creams on this type of wood. 
Washing Hints 


All painted, varnished, and en- 
amelled furniture may, bo washed 
with warm, soapy water, but whilst 
pitch pine is washable great care 
must be taken nt to make it too 
wet. : 

Coloured wicker furniture can be 
safely given a light wash with 
soap suds, followed by a rinse with 
clean, warm water, White wicker, 
however, should have a fiaal wipe 
over with a rag dipped into equal 
quantities pf lemon juice — and 
water. This whitens and beauti- 
fies the wood. Dry in the open 
air whenever possible. = 

Dressing tables often get,stained 
by perfumes or coametics. “A good 
rub with paraffin, to be followed 
next daywith a white cream polish, 
will, remove these stains, 

Most people know that heat 
stains caa ‘be removed with a cloth 
dipped into spirits of camphor, but 
it is not generally known that 
ecratches, if of ‘comparatively re- 
cent origin, can be removed by, the 
following method :~— :

Expected. Next 
Year 


(By G. T. Burrows) 


with-us. . : 


In July next, we may expect 
a general revision of the LB.B. 
rules, to come into operation in 
1938. It is not anticipated that 
there will be any material 
change in the fundamentals of 
tho flat ‘green game, as it is 
Imown in the four. countrics 
and in the Dominions, but 
changes in tho phraseology of 
the rules, making for greater 
clearness and understanding, 
even by the veriest tyro, will 
be brought about. 


One rule certain to be “strengthen. 
ed” js that affecting the position of 
the “fixed” foot at the time of de- 
livery. One foot, declares the pre- 
sent rules, must. be entirely on. the 
mat at the'point of releasing the 
wood, but elght men out of every 
ten (and most women players) break 
that rule, in. many cascs quite un- 
Intentionally. ‘ 

Yet there Have been with us, for 


yenrs past, 
“pinch” with their toes all the ad- 
vantage that is to be.gained from 
playing from the edge of the present- 
day flat mat, doomed to be flung on 
the scrap-heap before very long. 

These studious “pinchers of inches" 
have’ made a close study of playing 
off the cdgo of the mat. They move 
to the right or left of the flat rubber 
-equare—for.. the. purpose...of gctting 
more swing to the working bias, as 
the occaslon demands. 

‘For straight’ bowling, they cling to 
the middle of the front edge of the 
mat, and fheir toe is well off the 
rubber and digging Into the green at 
the point of delivery. :
